O N rare occasions we humans 
encounter some altruistic ges¬ 
ture which creates a warm glow 
within us ...

Since these words were pub¬ 
lished the "Old Barn Studio" ob¬ 
viously has assumed a smile of 
gratitude for It feels that it has 
helped, in no small way, to stim¬ 
ulate and foster the fast growing 
hunger for culture in the com¬ 
munity. 

Somewhere, a good while back, 
in THE NEWS files, one might 
dig out an article I wrote relative 
to sowing the artistic seed in 
local soil. It is one thing to plant 
a seed and it is quite another to 
stand aside and wait until it 
begins to burst through the 
earth. It makes a lot of differ¬ 
ence whether one plants a radish 
seed or an acorn ... it makes a 
lot of difference in the years to 
come .Art growth can never bo 
that of the hot house. Like 
the mighty oak from the acorn 
art in its sprouting and maturity 
is ordained to be slow. 

There is no short cut to suc¬ 
cess in any line. The factor of 
time must always be present. De 
sire, time and effort are the 
underlying foundation upon which 
every worthy success must be 
budded. That there has developed 
in our midst a growing demand 
for study and information along 
the cultural and worthwhile sub¬ 
jects, should be most gratifying 
to every Sierra Madrean. In my 
30 years residence here I have 
never observed a community ten¬ 
dency which is capable of being 
developed into such a far reach¬ 
ing local benefit. 

Nearly a year before the first 
classes in the “Old Bam Studio' 
were materialized I had occasion 
to talk the matter over with one 
who leads our artists colony in 
National reputation. It is quite 
impossible to think of art in one 
of its highest expressions, without 
the name of Ella Shepard Bush 
coming to one’s mind.

How Home Owners Loan 
Corporation Moves To Help 
Those Who Are In Distress

(Continued from Bayti One) 
some farm land, provided the ap¬ 
praised value, established by the 
Corporation, does not exceed $20,- 
000 and provided it is primarily 
the owner’s home. Another condi¬ 
tion is that the property shall not 
house more than four families. 
Commercial rent property does 
not come within the scope of the 
Home Owners’ Loan Act. 

Four types of loans are author¬ 
ized by the Corporation for a 
period of three years after the 
date of enactment of the act. The 
type most generally granted is 
that where bonds are exchanged 
for home mortgages and other 
obligations and liens secured by 
real estate. No such loan may 
exceed 80 per cent of the Cor¬ 
poration's appraisal of the value 
of the property. 

Cash loans are made in some 
instances where the property is 
not encumbered, but such loans 
shall not exceed 50 percent of the 
appraisal and the proceeds can 
only be used to liquidate taxes 
and assessments on the property, 
or to provide for necessary re¬ 
pairs and maintenance and to 
meet the incidental expenses of 
the transaction. In such cases, 
the applicant must have made 
every reasonable effort to secure 
the loan through ordinary lend¬ 
ing channels. 

Cash Loans Possible 

Where holders of mortgages re¬ 
fuse to accept bonds, cash loans 
are given consideration, subject 
to very definite restrictions. 
Loans of this character are made 
only after The applicant has been 
unable to obtain a loan else¬ 
where. Actual distress must ex¬ 
ist and the home be in danger by 
reason of the mortgagee’s in¬ 
ability or unwillingness to carry 
the mortgage any longer or to 
accept bonds in exchange. These 
loans are limited to 40 percent of 
of the property’s appraised value. 
Interest is at the rate of 6 per 
cent and will be amortized over 
n period not exceeding 15 years. 
All such applications must be 
forwarded to the Corporation 
Board at Washington for approv¬ 
al. 

In those cases in which a home 
owner owes a first mortgage, the 
amount of which together with 
all the cash to be loaned for 
taxes, necessary repairs and the 


incidental costs of the transac¬ 
tion does not exceed 40 per cent 
of the appraisal and which can 
not be taken up with bonds, and 
also owes a second or other lien, 
or liens, which can be taken up 
with bonds, the Corporation may 
advance cash to take up the first 
mortgage and bonds to take up 
the remaining liens. This type is 
called a split loan. 

All Southern California terri¬ 
tory, with the exception of San 
Diego and Orange Counties, 
comes within the jurisdiction of 
the Los Angeles district office, 
which is located in the Rowan 
Building at 139 West Fifth 
street, Los Angeles. All State of¬ 
fices of the Corporation are also 
located here, including that of 
State Manager Monroe Butler. 

Personal Inteviews 

It is highly desirable that all 
applicants for loans present them¬ 
selves in person in order that a 
thorough interview may be had 
at the outset. By personally con¬ 
tacting an application clerk, the 
applicant's eligibility for a loan 
may be more readily determined. 
Thus considerable time and ex¬ 
pense may be saved to both the 
applicant and the Corporation. 

An application having been 
filed, it goes immediately to the 
Central Files, where it is given 
a number, and is then sent to 
the Location and Assembling Di¬ 
vision of the Appraisal Depart¬ 
ment for classification as to 
Congressional and Assembly dis¬ 
tricts. 

This procedure completed, the 
application is assigned to a pre¬ 
liminary appraiser, who notifies 
the applicant by mail as to the 
approximate date on which he 
will call to inspect the property. 
It is the duty of this investiga¬ 
tor to fix an approximate valua¬ 
tion on the property, and to de¬ 
termine whether or not it quali¬ 
fies for a final appraisal. 

An applicant may greatly as- 
| sist the preliminary appraiser and 
' speed up the process by having 
in his possession tax bills, as¬ 
sessment notices and all other ac¬ 
curate information concerning the 
! indebtedness against his property. 

When the report of the prelim¬ 
inary appraiser has been received 
j by the Appraisal Department, the 
I application then goes to the Sta¬ 
tistical Division of this depart-

ment, where the appraisal figure 
is carefully checked and then re¬ 
viewed by the chief district ap¬ 
praiser. 

Photograph Property 

In the Statistical Division, ap¬ 
plications are segregated into two 
groups—those ranging over 80 
per cent, and those falling under 
80 per cent. It has been here¬ 
tofore stated tTiat no loan shall 
be made for an amount greater 
than 80 per cent of the appraised 
value of the property, hence the 
above classification. 

If the amount of the loan 
asked for in an application is 
within the 80 per cent limit, the 
application is placed In the hands 
of a final appraiser. This con¬ 
cluding appraisal process is, of 
course, much more exacting and 
thorough than the preliminary 
procedure. In addition to making 
a rigid examination, the appraiser 
photographs the property and at¬ 
taches the picture to his report. 
This enables the final examining 
board to have a fairly good con¬ 
cept of the appearance of the 
property as well as an accurate 
description of it. 

The application is next passed 
to the Escrow Department for 
title search and credit report—- 
then to the Final Board of Ex¬ 
aminers. When the approval of 
this board has been given to the 
application, it is returned to the 
Closing Division of the Escrow 
Department. Following these fin¬ 
al gestures, the application ter¬ 
minates its tedious journey in 
the Auditing Department, from 
whence is issued the authoriza¬ 
tion for bonds to the mortgagee. 

The Final Stage 

If the amount of the loan 
sought is greater than 80 per 
cent of the appraised value, the 
application is sent to the Adjust¬ 
ment Department. Here an effort 
is mad*»to bring the mortgagor 
and the mortgagee together in 
order that the difficulty may be 
mutually worked out. Often 
times the mortgagee is asked to 
reduce the amount of the mort¬ 
gage so that the loan figure shall 
come within the 80 percent limit. 
This is called "scaling down.” 
Or again, it may be the mort¬ 
gagor who is asked to make a 
concession by way of paying in 
cash, if the margin be small, the 
amount of the difference. When 
an adjustment has been made, 


the application proceeds as though tion is concerned. Difficulties are

GARDEN NOTES 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

T HIS is a busy season in the 
garden. Spading, transplant¬ 
ing, rearranging the garden—al¬ 
most anything in the way of gar¬ 
dening can safely be done now. 

The perennial border should be 
cleaned up by now, old clumps 


dug up and divided and new 
plants put in. 

Large shrubbery should be 
pruned and if badly placed in the 
garden they should be “balled” 
out with soil left on the roots 
and planted back where they will 
look best. New shrubs should be 
planted in vacant spots so as to 
give a uniform appearance to 
the garden. Group low growing 
shrubs in front of tall ones. Bor¬ 
ders of flowering annuals and 
perennials may be planted in 
front of shrub groups. 

Hedges should be pruned now. 
It is a splendid time to set out 
new hedges. Privet and Cypress 
are still the favorite hedge ma¬ 
terials, with boxwood for low, 
compact hedges. 

Fruit trees should be planted 
now. Figs, Peaches, Plums. Nec¬ 
tarines, Apricots, Persimmons, 
Walnuts, Oranges, Tangerines, 
Lemons, Grapefruit, Kumquats, 
Limes, Avocados, Cheromoyias 
(Custard apple), Guavas, Sapotes 
all do well in Sierra Madre. 

It is nice to have an asparagus 
bed. It becomes more useful each 
year as the roots live for years
